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Negroes in t he Fox Valley 


Ruling Stirs Urban-Rural Vote Fight 


An Oshkosh alderman has charged that 


the city's recent action prohibiting fishing 
from bridges during the summer months 
is really aimed at the increasing number 
of Negroes who drive up into the Fox 
Valley from the Milwaukee area to enjoy 
our fine fishing waters. 


It is difficult for us to believe that Aid. 


Moser's colleagues on the council, and 
other city officials, would permit them- 
selves to be used as an instrument of racial 
discrimination. We certainly are willing 
to give them the benefit of the doubt, and 
accept their argument that the prohibition 
of fishing from bridges was intended as a 
safety measure. 


The incident, however, points up the 


fact that Negroes and other people with 
dark skins are seen in our, Fox Valley 
communities with increasing 
frequency. 


Because of various geographical, cultural 
end economic factors only a very few 
Negro families have ever lived in this part 
of Wisconsin.' This has led to legends about 
their being kept out; most of these stories 
are pure myth and the few that have their 
roots in fact are highly exaggerated. 
Nevertheless it is true that most people in 
the Fox Valley have "never had the experi- 
ence of living in close proximity to mem- 
bers of the Negro minority. 
— 


However, it seems to us that they are 


likely to have that experience before long. 
Wisconsin's Negro population has increased 
quite rapidly in recent years: in fact, in 
the decade 1948-58 its percentage increase 
was greater than that of any other state 
except a few whose colored populations 
are negligible. For the most part, these 
Wisconsin Negroes live in the-southeastern 
part of the state, principally in the cities 
of Milwaukee, Madison, Racine, Kenosha 
and Beloit. With today's mobility of popu- . 
lation, and the constant movement of 
Negroes from the South into the North's 
industrial centers and thence outward into 
smaller communities, it is practically in- 
evitable that Negroes will begin appearing 
in our communities as permanent residents 
before very many years have passed. Some 


already are living in Fond du Lac; is there 
any doubt that some will want to move to 
Oshkosh, the Fox Cities and Green Bay 
before long? 


We think it very important that people 


in these communities, and especially those 
who enjoy the status of community leaders, 
do some deep thinking in advance of this 
development. People who work in the field 
of minority problems tell us of the great 
contrast between what happens in a com- 
munity that has prepared itself for the 
coming of members' of a minority group, 
and the community that has failed to so 
prepare. Mayors, police chiefs., school ad- 
ministrators and teachers, welfare officials, 
business and labor leaders—their actions 
will decide whether a given community 
will go through the transition from- being 
all-white to having at least a partially 
mixed population calmly and in the Amer- 
ican tradition of neighborliness and fair 
dealing, or whether it will experience the 
ugly incidents, rumor mongering and other 
kinds of community strife about which we 
have read in news stories from other parts 
of the country. 


We do not think it is too early for these 


community leaders to begin discussing this 
problem, if only informally among them- 
selves. Much literature exists on the sub- 
ject, and a number of excellent public and 
private agencies stand ready to offer a 
specialized assistance. We should begin 
now to learn what has happened when such 
a transition has taken place in other com- 
munities. 


When your editor first "moved to the 


Fox Cities he was told by a wise and vet- 
eran resident that this was a "churchy" 
community. A deeply religious man him- 
self, he was not being flippant; he meant 
to convey that people here, for the most 
part, take their religion seriously, and that 
this fact is demonstrated by the important 
role our churches play in our community 
life. It may well be that one day we will 
face a test of how much we really mean 
some of the things we talk about to our- 
selves on Sunday mornings. 


The Wisconsin Debt Curve

Many thoughtful municipal finance offi- 


cers of Wisconsin, we are informed, have 
been concerned for the last several years 
about the increasing budget burdens of 
their debt obligations. As professional 
business managers of their city admin- 
istrations, they are aware that the in- 
creasing debt load of the localities of 
Wisconsin as a whole portends difficulties 
in the years ahead as more of their current 
tax revenues are dedicated to interest and 
principal payments and must accordingly 
be denied to current operating funds. 


Their worries have been verified to a 


degree in the annual report of J. J. Keli- 
her, the state auditor, on the financial 
experience of state and local governments 
for 1960. He showed that principal and 
interest payments in that year amounted 
to 9.62 per cent of all state and local gov- 
ernment disbursements. Not only is that 
ratio very high, in Wisconsin experience, 
but the total disbursements rose in that 
year to the highest figure on record. That 
was two years ago, moreover. Doubtless 
the aggregate disbursements and the debt 
service ratio have risen since that time. 


Our Madison correspondent has noted 


that this is not the complete story. While 
the debt cost ratio is figured against the 
total disbursements, state and local, the 
ratio is not accurate.

Selecting Judges 


The two-party system probably _is the 


best yet discovered for operating a democ- 
racy. However, it contributes" nothing to 
the problem of selecting judges. Neither 
the federal government nor any state in 
the union has yet come up with a really 
satisfactory method of naming them. 


In Wisconsin, an effort has been made 


to solve the problem by providing for the 
nonpartisan election of judges. The sys- 
tem has worked fairly well. Wisconsin has 
in fact worked out a plan superior to that 
used in most states but politicians are not 
content to do on a nonpartisan basis any- 
thing they can do on a partisan basis. 
Therefore, politics, continually, creeps into 
judicial elections in this state as well as in 
others. 


We have nothing like the problem of 


New York state, however. There, because 
the legislature usually is dominated by 
Republicans and the city government of 
New York City by Democrats, it has been 
almost impossible to add the necessary 
judicial posts for New York City in recent 
years. 


Gov;. Rockefeller now has named a 


committee of 30 persons to recommend ap- 
pointees for 33 proposed new judicial posts 
which it is hoped the legislature will pro- 
vide.. There is some uncertainty as to 
whether the legislature will act, however. 
In previous years, bills for new judicial 


counting language is meticulous, 
counts 


only the legal, acknowledged public debt 
of the state and its subdivisions. Thus he 
ignores, in his official reporting capacity, 
the fact that the state now has well over 
$100,000,000 in bonds outstanding on be- 
half of so-called "dummy" corporations. • 
But in a practical and political way these 
are obligations upon the Wisconsin tax- 
payer as truly as are those for local schools 
and county jails and whatever.

titious and extra-legal method of borrowing 
money that we have used in Madison for 
so many years. 


We hold with Mr. Carl Steiger, the 


chairman of the University of Wisconsin 
board of regents, that the people of Wis- 
consin are better informed about these 
matters than their legislative politicians 
have wanted to believe. Let them vote, he 
asks, in a referendum on the state bonding 
question. Almost surely there will be more 
public backing for a bonding program for 
essential construction than the legislature's 
votes have indicated. 


posts in New York City have failed because 
of political wrangling. There may be no 
difficulty over bills affecting Long Island 
and Western New York courts, but Repub- 
lican legislative leaders are said to be 
refusing to agree to new judgeships for 
New York City unless Democratic Mayor 
Wagner and his party leaders give assur- 
ance that some of the jobs will go to Repub- 
licans. They want the Democrats to prom- 
ise not to oppose first appointees when 
they run for re-election. Without such a 
promise it is quite certain that the 14 
judges named by the governor to New 
York City posts would be ousted by Demo- 


. crats in .the first election because of the 


strong Democratic majority in the city. 


The committee named by the governor 


will be instructed to solicit names of pro- 
spective judges from bar, civic and other 
groups in the area which the judge is to 
serve. These names will be submitted to 
the governor, five names for each new job 
opening. The governor will select one 
from .the five. The governor's committee 
includes the president of the state bar 
association and representatives of the bar 
in each of the communities where the 
judges will serve. There also are repre- 
sentatives of labor, of business, of the 
clergy, social workers and others including 
a great many who would be described 
merely as prominent citizens.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 


"The pigs and cows in, Moore 
County have more representation 
in the legislature than do the 
people of Davidson County." 


That's how Nashville's Mayor 


Ben West likes to sum up a 
long-standing grievance of urban 
voter against this country cousin. 


And last month, the Supreme 


Court of the United States, in a 
ruling likely to shake the rafters 
in many a state house, agreed 
that Mayor West might have a 
point. It decided that federal 
courts have the authority to step 
in when there's inequitable rep- 
resentation in state legislatures. 


The court was dealing with a 


situation that is nationwide. But 
its ruling was based on a case 
in Tennessee, so Ben West and 
his fellow Tennesseeans can offer 
a down home example of what 
it's all about. 


Today it's estimated 70 per 


cent of the people in the United 
States live in urban areas. But 
the other 30 per cent continues 
to control the state legislatures. 


In this southern border state, 


the legislature's 33 senators and 
99 representatives are equally 
divided, theoretically, among the 
95 counties on the basis of quali- 
fied voters. 


Reopporr/onmenf 


The 
Tennessee constitution, 


written in 1870, says the legis- 
lature — or general assembly 
as it's called — shall reapportion 
itself every 10 y e a r s . But it 
doesn't say what happens if the 
lawmakers neglect to do so. And 
Tennessee lawmakers have so 
neglected since 1901. 


As things now stand, 37 per 


cent of the voters control 20 
of the 33 senate seats, and 
40 per cent elect 63 of the 99 
representatives. 


Putting it another -way, the 


senate's four metropolitan coun- 
ties—Hamilton, (Chattanooga), 
Knox 
(Knoxville), Davidson 


(Nashville) and Shelby (Mem- 
phis) — account for 38 per 
cent of the state's population, 
but elect only 7 senators and 18 
house members. 


This situation is perpetuated 


by the consistent refusal of 
lawmakers from the over-rep- 
resented areas to take any ac- 
tion that would in effect abolish 
their seats. 
The impasse became complete 


when a succession of governors 
and courts agreed the executive 
and judiciary had no right to 
interfere in the legislative branch 
of government. 


Rights Violated 


Gradually city folk got fed up. 


Finally in 1959, 10 voters —

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judge — brought suit in federal 
court. 


They contended, among other 


things, that minority control of 
the Tennessee legislature violat- 
ed their constitutional guarantee 
to equal protection under the 14th 
amendment.

national significance, since ur- 
ban voters nearly everywhere 
found themselves practically in 
the same boat as the Tennes- 
seans. 


It was as a result of this 


lawsuit that the Supreme Court 
ruled March 26 in a decision 
that shook the political frame- 
work of state government all 
across the land. 
It probably will be years, and 


countless lawsuits later, before 
things settle 
down to normal 


again around the state capitals. 


What is the fuss all about? 
Money, mostly, although pro- 


ponents contend a principle is 
involved.

who wears a bow tie and a wide 
grin, charges the rural minority 
uses its control of the legislative 
machinery to derive special ad- 
vantages at the expense of the 
cities, which he says pay the 
lion's share of taxes.

MooreVpne House member rep- 
resents 2,158 voters, each of Shel- 
by's -eight represent 44,943. 


If e v e r y Tennessee county 


were as well represented as 
Moore, the lower house of the 
legislature would grow from 99 
to 970 members. 


Uneven Division 


The admitted inequity is trans- 


lated into money when the time 
for dividing state funds arrives. 


Pickett County, a tiny sliver 


jammed against the Kentucky 
1 i n e, in 1959-60 received $237.17 
per pupil in state aid for educa- 
tion. Shelby got $111.31 per pupil. 
Moore got almost1 as much, 
1224.74. . 


Or take the division of the 


gasojine tax. This ranged from 
$143.18 per registered vehicle in 
sparsely populated Van Buren 
County down to $4.75 In Shelby. 


Both education and gasoline 


moneys are divided on a distr- 
bution f o r m u l a , urban folks 
say, that Is heavily weighted 
in favor of the rural regions.

This means the 
tax on 'a $20,000 home at Mem- 
phis would be reduced from $391 
to $291 if the cut were a dollar. 


All this talk of tax cuts brings 


a blast from a veteran rural 
legislator, Rep. James H. Cum- 
mings of Woodbury. 


Rural View 


"We in the rural counties be- 


lieve you should collect the mon- 
ey where the wealth is, and 
educate where the children are," 
says Cummings. 
"Reapportion- 


ment would be a reversal of that 
policy. 


"This reapportionment Is a 


matter of d i v i d i n g up the 
school dollars," a d d s Cum- 
mings, a rather plump individ- 
ual with a big red nose and 
twinkle in his eye. 
"That's 


all the fight 'it." 


Such a lengthy comment is 


rare from the rural bloc lead- 
ers. With an overpowering ma- 
jority in the legislature, they 
usually stay quiet and act 
quickly when a move is made 
to test their control. 


Redistricting advocates nev- 


er get anywhere in the legisla- 
tive halls. Sometimes they 


can't erei get reapporttoament 
bills introduced and If they do. 
the bilU never reach the floor 
for debate. 
This rural rule seldom bother- 


ed the average city dweller. But 
city folk wen* irritated several 
years ago when the legislature 
passed a law stopping daylight 
time in the summer. 


That action, insignificant as it 


was, may have done more to 
interest urban voters in reappor- 
tionment than all the impressive 
facts about tax inequities com- 
bined. 


Partisan Vote 


The issue, in Tennessee and 


other states, is more than just 
between the city and r u r a l 
voters. It also involves parti- 
san politics. Here, too, Tennessee 
can be used as an illustration. 


• Although Tennessee has vot- 
ed Republican la three itralght 
presidential elections, the vote 
normally runs 6<MO in favor 
of the Democrat*. Yet la th» 
legislature. Republican* have 
only 6 of the 33 senate seats 
and 19 of the » house **at«. 


The reason for th« small 


GOP representation is that tht 
Republican vote is concentrat- 
ed in industrial East Tennes- 
see — the area that is shorted 
worst «f all in legislative seats. 


Thus East Tennessee Repub- 


licans sparked the reapportion 
fight, though urban Democrats 
later joined in. 
Like most things, reapportion- 


ment is an issue that has two 
sides. The rural folks point out, 
for instance, that they tradition- 
ally furnish the experience and 
leadership in the general assem- 
bly. 


City lawmakers seldom serve 


more than one or two terms, 
while the rural legislators come 
back year after year. 


Beffer Government 


.Thus, says Fayette County's 


Givens, "Tennessee* will be a 
better state with a legislature 
composed 
of 
representatives 


from over the entire state rather 
than having our general assem- 
bly apportioned so that 9 of th» 
largest counties of the state will 
control the legislature." 


Reapportionment advocates 


produce charts and graphs by 
the handful to prove that 29 
of Tennessee's 95 counties are 
over represented in the House, 
while 10 counties are grossly 
short-changed. 
"In Tennessee we have 95 


counties, 284 municipalities, and 
seven of those municipalities pay 
over half the state's income," 
says Mayor West. 


"I have said to the state poli- 


ticians, 'If I had 95 daughters 
and 284 sons, and seven were

People's Forum 
Selfish Business Interests 
Trying to Stop Cooperatives 


Editor, Post-Crescent: 


Last night's (April 4. 1962) 


Post-Crescent carried a reprint 
of an article about Co-ops and 
taxes which appeared originally 
in the Minneapolis Star. 
The 


headline in the Post-Crescent 
read "Co-op Tax Advantages 
Shown in St. Paul Case." As 
president of our local coopera- 
tive, and speaking for our mem- 
bers and thousands of other co- 
operative members reached by 
your paper in this area, I feel 
compelled to write this letter in 
an attempt to correct the false 
impression the above article and 
its headline may create in the 
minds of non-co-op members. 


In a spc-ech at New Orleans 


recently, John C. Satterfield, 
president of the American Bar 
Association had this to say about 
Co-ops. "Under our constitution- 
al form of government the un- 
alienable rights of life, liberty, 
and pursuit of happiness carry 
with them the rights of indivi- 
duals to do business as they see 
fit within the framework of our 
federal and state constitutions 
and statutes. An individual, part- 
nership, an association, a con- 
ventional corporation and a co- 
operative fit into our free-enter- 
prise system, one as well as the 
other." 


In 
other words we coopera- 


tives have every legal right to 
exist and operate the way we 
choose to do business as long 
as what we do does not violate 


the statutes. Many of our com- 
petitors would like to see us 
prohibited from doing business 
but having failed in their at- 
tempts they would now like to 
hampear and harass our activi- 
ties to accomplish this end un- 
der all sorts of proposed regula- 
tions under the guise of "tax 
equality". 


Mr. Satterfield also has some- 


thing to say about this phase 
of the conflict and I quote him 
again, "When the attacks upon 
farmer cooperatives are analyz- 
ed, it is found in almost every 
instance that the actual reason 
motivating the attacker is the 
competition which is given to 
the business of such person by 
cooperatives. These attacks are 
concentrated upon what the at- 
tackers 
believed 
to be 
the 


"Achilles heel" of cooperatives 
— the payment of patronage re- 
funds at the end of the year 
as a means of adjusting to ac- 
tual cost the consideration re- 
ceived for goods or services fur- 
nished by the cooperative. The 
so-called "tax advantage", which 
permits cooperatives to exclude 
patronage refunds from their in- 
come

nership, every corporation in the 
United States may enter into 
patronage refunds (or delayed 
discounts) and these are de- 
ductible or excludable from tax- 
able income of the business. 
Two wrongs do not make a right. 
It is a weak and fallacious ar- 
gument to say that 
because 


there is "double taxation" of 
corporate income and corporate 
dividends, there should be dou- 
ble taxation of patronage 
re- 


funds." 


Having failed in their attempts 


the past years to get Congress to 
pass a punitive tax measure on 
cooperatives, the enemies of co- 
ops are trying something new 
this season. Knowing that they 
cannot work to tax refunds as 
Mr. Satterfield has so clearly 
explained, they now propose to 
saddle 
cooperatives with 
all 


sorts of regulatory provisions to 
hamper and harass cooperative 
business. Some of the proposals 
are, (1) to tax co-op refunds if 
they are not made in cash, (2) 
to tax co-op refunds if they are 
not paid in 90 days, (3) to make 
the co-op get the personal and 
written permission each year of 
every co-op member to retain 
the refunds as capital stock, 
(4), in the case of farmer co- 
operatives to force the co-op to 
withhold a portion of each mem-' 
ber's dividends for the govern- 
ment since in many cases farm- 
ers may have to pay income 
tax on part of these re-funds. 


These proposals are not made 


to right a wrong in our tax struc- 
ture. They are made solely with 
the end in view of making it 
more and more difficult for 'co- 
operatives to do business in the 
hope that they will give up. 


Finally, it amuses me to see 


the hue and cry that is raised 
\vhe-n a co-op takes over anoth- 
er business. Where are these 
people when corporations take 
over private business, something 
that has been going on at an 
ever increasing rate for several 
years? When I first came to 
Appleton our business districts 
were populated principally with 
private businesses. This is no 
longer the case. Most of these 
former private businesses 
are 


now branches of large corpora- 
tions who took over in the name 
of efficiency. The very few busi- 


nesses that have been taken 
over by co-operatives in 
this 


time are still owned 100 per cent 
by residents of this city. The 
savings people make are kept 
in this community and help to 
build our wealth and standard 
of living. Unless farmers are al-

government — his reputation 
as a crusader. 


came out of this business with 
a higher regard for the integrity 
of men than when I went in." 


"This 
business" refers to 


Williams' drive, extending over 
a decade, in which tax collec- 
tion procedures were subject 
of his close scrutiny. Some 
cases of dishonesty and hanky- 
panky were unearthed in the 
period. 


Deters Others 


"Exposures such as we've 


had," the senator says, "not 
only get rid of some employees 
responsible, they also raise a 
red flag, a deterrent to others." 


Meanwhile, an IRS official, 


neatly mixing his metaphors, 
gave this appraisal of watch- 
ful Williams: 
"He keeps us on our toes, but 


at the same time he has been a 
thorn in our flesh." 


Another one, more critical, 


said: "He's found a good horse 
and he's riding it." 


There is no doubt that Williams 


has emerged 
as a

battler against corruption, and 
that he has derived immense 
political profit in doing so. 


And, curiously, Williams is

taxpayers. 


Speaks Softly 


Williams offers figures to show 


that those commodities which are 


price-supported by the govern- 
ment are in far worse shape, so 
far as the farmer's good is con- 
cerned, than those which operate 
under free enterprise without 
control from Washington. 


His arguments, which on the 


Senate floor can 
scarcely 
be 


heard five feet away because 
he speaks so softly, come across 
clearly in personal convcration. 


He's persuasive w i t h his 


logic, his gray-green eyes light- 
ing up as he makes his points, 
and he has a friendly, pleas- 
ant smile. Six feet tall weigh- 
ing 
around 
200 pounds, he 


dresses much as a succe/vsful 
grain dealer would be expected 
to — favoring soft, white shirts, 
plain neckties and gray suits. 


His office is decorated with 


symbols of his causes. 


There's an Irish shillelagh, 


presented to him by the Irish 
war veterans with the sugges- 
tion that as St. Patrick drove 
the K&akes out of Ireland so 
Williams conld nse the cndgel 


to drive crooks out of Wash- 
ington. 
There's a plaque from the 


American Political Science Asso- 
ciation, recording the presenta- 
tion to the senator of its Con- 
gressional distinguished service 
award. 


There's a gigantic pair of 


make-believe scissors, given to 
Williams by the Delaware Chanv 
ber of Commerce, for use in 
cutting d o w n on government 
spending. 


Talks About Ducks 
• 


And there's a black duck de- 


coy. Hunting is his hobby but 
he seldom finds time for it any 
more. Ho spends more time talk- 
ing about duck hunting with of- 
fice visitors from Delaware than 
he does in shooting from a blind, 
he'll tell you wistfully. 


It was 11 years ago that 


Williams launched a campaign 
against tax collection graft that 
resulted in more than GO resig- 


nations, suspensions or indict- 
ments of federal tax agency 
employees. 


One of his sources was a 


business man from Delaware, 
a Democrat, who volunteered 
"my first real information on 
organized tax-fixing ring." 


"Four of the five men he 


named went to the peniten- 
tiary," Williams recalled. 


After he got into the work, 


Williams a d d e d , he got an 
extraordinary amount of help 
from people within the tax 
bureau. 
"They gambled their jobs," he 


said, "and they deserve the 
credit. I told them l' would try 
to protect them but they had no 
way of knowing that I actually 
could. They stuck their necks 
out." 


Williams a l s o said the tax 


scandals — and their expose — 
developed without regard as to 
political affiliations. 


Served 2 Purposes 


At the IRS, views on Williams 


and his tax activities vary some- 
what. The senator describes his 
relationship with the agency as 
"good now." 


One tax official said Williams 


unquestionably had prompted the 
IRS to concentrate enforcement 
efforts in several problem areas. 
But, he said, this was done at 
the expense of other enforce- 
ment activities since the service 
does not have the manpower to 
do everything. 


A higher ranking official said 


he could think of two useful pur- 
poses which Williams has served 
during the past decade: 


1. It used to be that business- 


men who withheld taxes from 
their employees would quite of- 
ten be unable to turn over 
these amounts to the IRS on 
the due dates, since the funds 
were comingled with others in 
the company treasury. If IRS 
wanted to collect, it sometimes 
had to force liquidation of 
delinquent businesses. Williams 
won enactment of a law which 
allowed IRS to force a delin- 
quent wjthholder to set up a 
s p e c i al bank account into 
which would go all withheld 
funds on a trust basis. 


2. Bribes paid to persons In 


the United Stales have never 
been allowable as tax deduc- 
tions, since they are considered 
contrary to public policy. How- 
ever, a court did allow one 
American firm to deduct a 
large amount paid in bribes 
to the Tnijillo regime in the 
D o m i n i c a n Republic, on 
grounds thai this was not con- 
trary to public policy in that 
country. Williams put through 
a law disallowing bribes to 
anyone. 
This official summed up, with 


regard to Williams's activities 
in general: 


"People don't like to be caught 


in shortcomings but in the long 
run it's beneficial to bring these 
things out." 


He didn't say so, but one of 


the chief beneficiaries has been 
Sen. Williams.

Selfridge makes this import- 


ant statement: "By doing a 
little promoting we attracted 
one of the largest Beechcraft 
distributors to our airport as 
a base operator. As an exam- 
ple of what an airport means 
to a city, I have just been 
informed by a factory locating 
service of national reputation 
that inquiries from companies 
desiring to open a branch fac- 
tory or relocate' a plant are 
interested in having an airport 
within ten miles on a ratio of 
one out of every two that are 
seeking to relocate or expand 
their businesses." 


The Rockford official also has 


this to say: "I feel that the air- 
port today can be considered the 
front door to any progressive 
city and its success generally 
depends 
upon several things, 


among them a progressive, air 
minded governing body and the 


ability of airport management to 
do a good public relations job 
locally and nationally as well as 
to maintain and offer the little 
additional services that are de- 
sired and demanded by traveling 
business firms today." 


On Sept. 16, 1960, the National 


Association of State Aviation Of- 
ficials meeting at Jackson, Wyo., 
heard a report by Leigh Fisher 
and Associates, who drew up the 
master plan for the proposed 
Outagamie County Airport. Fish- 
er's report was titled "Airports 
Will be Downtown by 1970." The 
nationally-recognized f i r m did 
not mean ihat airports will be 
moving downtown but that the 
growth of business and indus- 
try around an airport would be 
such as to make it a "downtown" 
area. 


"When a major airline air- 


port is located in a relatively 
undeveloped area, the entire 
pace of development is vastly 
accelerated, land values sky- 
rocket, population soars, em- 
ployment centers and commer- 
cial activities follow and the 
growth cycle is compressed in- 
to a relatively short period of 
time. This has been the exper- 
ience almost without excep- 
tion," Fisher said. 
Supporting Fisher's contention 


is this quote from a publication 
by the National Association of 
County Officials: "Air transpor- 
tation has become such an im- 
portant and necessary part of 
the nation's economy that no in- 
dustrial community can afford 
to be without adequate airport 
facilities." 


Airport Impact 


Joseph H. Tippets, assistant 


FAA administrator for the west- 
ern region, 
expresses concur- 


ring views on the matter of 
airport i m p a c t on industrial 
planning. "The trend to major 
general aviation aircraft primar- 
ily utilized in corporation flying 
has created a need for more 
sophisticated types of airports 
and, indeed, many executive air- 
craft are as fully implemented 
with electronic equipment as the 
first-line air carrier aircraft. 


"Accordingly, to meet this 


growing need, we must not only 
provide more general aviation 
airports and facilities for this 
type of aircraft on present air 
carrier airports but must also 
provide higher types of runway 
and taxiway systems with ap- 
propriate landing aids at pure 
genera! aviation airports than 
ever before." 


Tippets' intent was to under- 


line the need for complete air- 
port planning and development 
in the light of increased execu- 
tive use of larger 
aircraft. 


Thus, iii planning for airport 
development in situations such 
as that confronting Outagamie 
County, officials must look 
far into the future and therein 
encounter opposition from a 
In support of the need for far- 
segment of the population not 
given to farsightedness. 
sighted planning, George R. Bor- 
sari of the Federal Aviation. 
Agency says general aviation is 
expected to fly almost 16% mil- 
lion hours during 1967. "Flying

This is because the general avia- 
tion fleet will have a greater 
proportion of larger and faster 
aircraft. 


"Back in 1955, aircraft with

Absorbing Land 


"These extensions are absorb- 


ing the land available for air- 
ports and raising the price of it. 
We are going to have to plan 
farther and farther ahead to 
keep pace." 


Outagamie County was for- 


tunate in having several suita- 
ble areas available for port 
development. The best of the 
sites available under conditions 
of construction is in the Town 
of Greenville w h i c h , if port 
plans are given the go-ahead, 
will be utilized. 
While the bulk of attention on 


airport, usage has gone to busi- 
ness and industry there is an 
acute awareness of its effect on 
agriculture. The National Asso- 
ciation of County Officials publi- 
cation provides this view: 


Farm Aviation 


"The enormous potential for 


aviation for agriculture is dem- 
onstrated by the fact that one 
acre in every seven under cul- 
tivation, along with millions of. 
acres of forest land, were seeded 
or treated in 1955 by aerial chem- 
ical applications. 


•"It is estimated by the U. S. 


Department of Agriculture that 
the nse of aircraft has added 
$3,000,000 annually to farm in- 
come."

complex details which must be 
examined seriously and without 
emotion when the time comes to 
make final decision on the Outa- 
gamie County Airport.

the secret of the success of the 
New York Yankees 


Baseball men see three major 


key reasons: 


1. A front office that operates 


with cold, big business efficiency. 


2. A scouting system that is both 


high paid and high powered. 
- 3.The development of a public 
-image that is associated with such 
•words as powerful, home runs, 
champions, arrogance and first 
class. 


All this adds up to success at 


the box office and a string of 
"American League pennants and 
world championships unmatched 
in the annals of professional base- 
ball. 


In the 41-year span from 1921, 


when the Yankees 
won then- 


first American League pennant 
through 1961 when the Yankees 
won both the pennant and the 
world 
championship, 
the New 


York team has won 26 pennants, 
finished second seven times, third 
six times, and fourth and seventh 
one each. The Yankees won the 
World Series 19 out of the 26 
times contested. 


1948 Top Year 


; During that span nearly 53 mil- 
lion people paid their way into 
Yankee Stadium. The biggest year 
was 1948 with 2,373,901 and the 
smallest 1935 with 657,508.

: 1. When the Yankees decided 
that it was hazardous to rely so 
heavily on a 70-year-old manager 
and a youth movement was in- 
dicated there was no hesitation in 
dropping Casey Stengel right aft- 
er he won the American League 
pennant in 1960. His record was 
10 pennants in 12 years and sev- 
en world championships. As part

Cavour Deserves 
To Rest Awhile 
Lumber Hamlet Lived 
Rough Lite in Hey Day

CAVO*UR — Here in the narrow throat of Forest County rests 


this hamlet, 
tired from the onslaught of years and of fate 


and a relic of the days when lumber was king. Its position, en 


couchant, is deserved rest from its energies in the 
long-gone days when it was a dynamic, bursting- 
at-the-seams community and its lumber helped 
build America. 


It stands now, a collection of aimlessly placed 


homes and fallen, tired buildings, and it holds in 
its'arms an old, abandoned, weather-beaten ho- 
tel which also rests. 


There is no Main Street, but if there is a prin- 


cipal avenue it contains an abandoned old grocery 
store, last occupied by Robert Sinkula who de- 
parted here when the world was in its second 
great war. 
_/- 
- 


Here, too, there are a thousand tales — some of them remem- 


bered and some of them forgotten. There, outside the old hotel 
bar room is plain dirt and gravel 
but it once served as an arena 
for riotous lumberjacks and so 
many bitter fights no man can 
count them. 


"There was plenty of fighting 


In those days," said Albert Hess,, 
one of the last of the old-time 
lumbermen here. Sometimes the 
boys would throw glasses and 
break a few windows and things 
like like that, but mostly they'd 
go outside of the hotel and go 
at-it out there. 


"They'd fight with their fists, 


and then sometimes if the other 
man was down they'd jump on 
his face 
with 
their 
calked 


boots," Hess added. And then, as 
though in defense of the time, 
he' added, "but the fighting was 
fair." 


Hess, one of the grand old 


men of the lumber company and 
of whom there is much more to 
be writeen, came to Cavour In 
the boom day sof 1903. 
"There was only a tote road 


from Laona to Cavour in those 
days," he said1, "but lumber 
was moving out of here fast. 
The 
Murphy 
Lumber Co. (of 


Green Bay) was taking out two 
trainloads of logs per day, and 
the trains were up to 40 or 50 
cars long. Some of the logs of 
those days were so bigTliat two 
of them were all that one big 
car could carry." 


Lumber Co.; the Brown Land 
and Lumber Co.; and the Brown 
Brothers Lumber Co. 


In those times up to 1,000 lum- 


bermen were working in the 
woods nearby and bringing their 
free-style humor into Cavour. 
Many

from the calked shoes of the riv- 
erhogs. 


Hess, in his prolonged loyalty 


to his community, is not willing 
to agree that Cavour is "finish- 
ed" as a busy community. 


"It isn't a dying place," he 


protested. "We're trying to get 


Mine Mad of Industry In here to 
build it up. Besides, the tour- 
ist and the sportsman is finding 
us here. There are 14 cottages 
on the Pesbtigo River near here 
and there are two lakes (Lake 
Van Zale and "Rose Lake) where 
lots cost only $300 (o $500 and 
cabins can be built for as little 
as $850. 


Some of the. nearby 
forest- 


lands can be bought in 40-acre 
lots for prices ranging from 1250 
to $2,000 for the whole of it. At 
present theer are only 14 farms 
in the entire Caswell Township. 
The worker hi Cavour is employ- 
ed either by himself as a. log- 
ger, or they commute to jobs at 
the Consolidated Water Power 
and Paper Co., or in nearby 
Laona. 


— National Forest 


Cavour rests in nearly the 


middle of nearly a million acres 
of the Nicolet National Forest 
but despite Hess' loyal protes- 
tations, Cavour seems deserved- 
ly tired. 


Presently there are only two 


local 
business establishments 


here—the Red Arrow Tavern of 
Mr. and Mrs. Vital Dziewiont- 
koski and the grocery store of 
Mr. and Mrs. Elmer Elmquist. 


Except for those who love the 


region, 
most 
of the 
young 


adults find it necessary to move 
away; but it is not to be thought 
that the elders will permit Cav- 
our to soon die. Hess himself, 
active for his lifetime of almost 
71 years, has been a member of 
the Forest County Board for 27 
long years and has moved from 
lumber 
operations to cabin 


building and real estate opera- 
tions. Such activities help to 
keep Cavour "hi the swim."

Faded Hotel 


The old hotel which now stands 


faded and forlorn was once a 
bustling place with some 40 
roomers and boarders. Its 14 
sleeping rooms (plus a "snake 
room" for (Trunks in the" base- 
ment) were almost always occu- 
pied by lumbermen, 'jacks and 
salesmen; and the bar was the 
busiest place in town. Another 
bar there was The Log Cabin 
Saloon, owned and operated by 
Jack Huston. With his death in 
1906, the Log Cabin faded out of 
memory. 


The hotel was erected in 1914 


by Hess' father, and it replaced 
an earlier saloon in which Al- 
bert worked as a bartender from 
the ages of 14 to 21. 


"The 
bar was always crowd- 


ed with maybe up to 100 people," 
Hess recalled, and "the boys 
were pretty rough although my 


Dad could handle them >' real 
well., 1 can remember" tending 
bar while wading through six 
inches of beer all over the 
floor." 


The old hotel ran busily for 


23 years and then began its new 
duty—as a mo"hument to the 
dead days. But Hess himself, 
a man of great vigor and wis- 
dom, had moved- fast and1 far in 
the lumber industry. A conser- 
vationist in the days when it 
was fashionable to shave the 
land of its trees, Ms careful 
planning has enabled him to log 
some of his lands a full four 
times. 


Lumber Company 


At one - time, Hess and his 


brother operated a lumber com- 
pany which employed up to 300 
men at a time; and they had 15 
miles of their own railroad and 
a steam jammer to haul out the 
big logs. 


It was Hess himself who pro- 


vided the State of Wisconsin 
with every one of the "Welcome 
to Wisconsin" signs, cut from 
the boles of big trees and placed 
along some 
15 highway en- 


trences to our state. All of these 
signs, placed 
during 
the ad- 


ministration of Gov. Thomson, 
came from the Cavour area. 


It is a local legend that Cav- 


our was named for a "Count 
Cavour", a timekeeper on the 
Soo Line Railroad which first 
came here in 1887. It seems like- 
ly, however, that it was really 
named for the Italian Statesman, 
Count Camillo Benso Di Cavour 
whose diplomacy prepared the 
way for the unification of Italy 
when Rome became its capital 
(1870), and earned him the rep- 
utation as being one of Eur- 
ope's most skillful diplomats in 
the 19th Century. Popular in the 
United States, it could well be 
that this early lumbering town 
pulled the dignity of internation- 
alism to its bosom by choosing 
Conte Cavour for a namesake. 
That, however, is only a guess. 


Not Finished 


Once the great companies 


working in the area were the 
Murphy Co., The Robbins Lum- 
ber Co. (Rhinelander); Crosby

is no ruling "clique", no anti- 
Cavour contingents. 


"When there is a 
birthday 


party, everybody in town goes 
to it," said another citizen. It 
kind of takes the place of the old 
days when there were box so- 
cials, dances and masquerade 
parties and general get-togethers 
in the church and the hotel." 


The church which stands in 


the hamlet is empty now, and 
mostly unused. Once a store 
building, it was first purchased 
by the Covenant Central Confer- 
ence, and the local people help- 
ed alter it from store building 
to church. They donated labor 
and money and initiative, and 
for more than 20 years the little 
church thrived. 


Then the missionaries left and 


the,congregation began to scat- 
ter. By the end of last winter, 
there wasn't even a Sunday 
School. 


But the Cavour Ladies Aid 


Association didn't want another 
collapsed buildng here—not the 
church. 
Together, 
they solo* 


chili, pea soup' and lunches dur- 
ing the hunting season. They 
paid $100 down and are to pay 
$50 per year for the building, 
until the total of $300 is paid. 


Their reason: So the folks 


who have lived here and want to 
be buried from, here can do so 
in "our own little church."

baseball was old stuff in Englanc 
long before 1839. A rule book for 
boys'games published in 1828 in 
London had a chapter describing 
a game called "Rounders." This 
game, in its basics, was identi 
cal to baseball except for one de 
tail. After making a hit, a run 
ner was out only if the fielder 
getting the ball was fast enough 
and accurate enough to hit the 
runner with a thrown ball whil 
en route between bases. Same 
deal if a runner was caught of 
base — trying to "steal." Sounc 
like "sandlot baseball"? 


Cartwright's Rules 


Well, when the true origin oi 


baseball was being checked in 
1908 an old Cooperstown resident 
stated that Doubleday had taught 
the game to be played that way 
Cartwright's rules of 1845 changed 
that and opened the way for the 
introduction of hard ball and a 
diamond the size we know today. 
It's doubtful 
that a ball 
soft 


enough and small enough to hit 
a runner without maiming him 
(the "rounders" style) could be 
batted "over the fence" of a 
modern diamond. 


There are references to base- 


ball as an established game which 
date well before the Lo n d o n's 
book of 1828 — in literature and 
letters coming out of England. So 
it looks like Doubleday's game 
was more English than American. 


So who cares today? It's what 


has happened to the game since 
then to make it distinctly Ameri- 
can. 


French Ball 


And where does "pelote basque" 


(on French stamp shown) come 
in? Well it's considered the na- 
tional equivalent of baseball in 
France — though they have other 
sports just as popular. It's bor- 
rowed from neighboring 'Spain 
where it's the national game and 
called jai alai. 


More'a combination of tennis, 


landball and lacrosse (the . na- 
tional summer game in Canada), 
ai alai originated in the Basque 
country of Spain in the 
1600s.

Bacon-makes them think of a 17th-century scientist 
set down by accident in, the 13th Century 
; ; In his own time—and again today—two Domin- 
ican contemporaries, St. Thomas Aquinas and St 
Albertus Magnus, were more renowned and re- 
spected. But in the 17th, 18th and 19th centuries, 
Bacon was hazled as the "father of modern science" 
because.he claimed that reasoning, observation and 
experimentation were the chief principles of 
learning.

Many teachers and miters now consider this 


high estimation of Bacon to have been exaggerated 
They point out that he was not so far ahead of his 
time as many thought; that he practiced the 
pseudo-sciences of alchemy and astrology, and that 
he.had faith in the philosopher's stone, an imagin- 
ary substance believed capable of changing base 
metals into gold. 
_ But Bacon was a doubter and thus a scientist 
He was a keen, systematic thinker who disagreed 
on many occasions with the trend of his times in 
scientific and philosophical problems. 


The 13th Century was a period of change when 


the greatest thinkers were concerned with recon- 
ciliation of the teachings of Aristotle and the tradi- 
tions of Christianity. 


Because of his many unorthodox opinions Bacon 


was suspected of practicing magic and of being on 
league with the Devil, and the general of the Fran- 
ciscan order forbade him to lecture or preach at 
the universities. 


Bacon's thinking, however, was encouraged by 


Pope Clement IV, for whom the. English friar wrote 
an encyclopaedia. 


Bacon considered mathematics the "alphabet 


of philosophy," the "king of sciences" and the 
"door to knowledge." Science rests, finally upon 
mathematics, he said, and can onlyprogress when 
knowledge can be expressed iii mathematically 
precise principles. 


Bacon wrote on anatomy, perspective, reflec- 


tion and refraction of light and experimented with 
mirrors and lenses. He described the telescope 
and has been given the credit for the invention of 
eyeglasses. This has been disputed, but he used 
magnifying glasses to help the nearsighted read. 
He died in 1294.

be shaped to create many designs, 
and is easy to prepare. 


As shown in pictures 1 and 2, 


either plain or grid surface can 
be planned. Most readers indicat- 
ed1 .they prefer and decorative as- 
pects of .the grid design. Where 
patios are of appreciable area, 
the grid type is much easier to 
construct because it can be laid 
one section at a time. 


The rectangularly shaped area, 


shown in the pictures, is only one 


example of design. Any shape or 
design can be planned to compli- 
ment available yard space. In 
general, the grids MNPR in pic- 
ture 2, can be about four feet 
square. Or, they could be planned 
in rectangular shapes and vari- 
ous combinations of squares and 
rectangles. An attractive grid plan 
can be adapted to any area by a 
few rough sketches. 


Redwood Frame 


•One feature of the grid plan is 
that the 2 x 4 forms, made of red- 
wood, become a permanent part 
of the design, and can be painted 
or left unfinished. 


Where the ground is apt to be

ed areas developed before Apple- 
ton ever was saying, "It couldn't 
happen here." 


Rush to Suburbia 


The blight and slum problem 


didn't raise its ugly head on the 
local scene so dramatically until 
Appleton experienced its phenom- 
enal growth betwen 1950 and 1960. 


During that period the city ex-

As National Library Week begins, a noted educator reminds us that books store the treasures 


of our culture—and that to understand our world we must understand that culture 


DON'T HAVE to read all the so- 


called great books to be a cultured 


person. There isn't much sense in racing 
against time to read all the great poets, 
playwrights, novelists, philosophers. 


But unless you know some of them, and know 


them fairly well, you will never come to know 
yourself fully, or the world around you. 


For example, what do these names mean to you 


—Homer, Sophocles, Plato, Virgil, Cicero, Augus- 
tine, Dante, Erasmus, Shakespeare, Milton? In- 
scriptions on library walls? Or just rich, beauti- 
ful names packed with associations, yet remote ? 


If they are only names to you, then your sense 


of the past is not very firm; your sense of the 
present is not very clear. You have been cheated 
of your full share of wisdom and have missed 
some deeply satisfying experiences. 


What are the special insights of the men whose 


names loom so large on library walls? Are they 
in precisely the same areas as the self-help books 
that promise so much and deliver so little? 


No, these deal with love and friendship, and the 


lusts of youth, and the torments of old age, with 
the suffering caused by war and the suffering 
that does not cease with peace, with the urge to 
faith and the satisfactions and the difficulties of 
religious belief. They face the inevitability of 
pain and of death, and suggest ways, either 
openly or by example, that we can meet both. 


The extraordinary perceptions of these wise 


men do not come in neat little formulas. It would 
be a mistake to look for them that way. But there 
is no mistaking the lessons of patience, steadfast- 
ness, and determination that come from Homer's 
"Odyssey" and Virgil's "Aeneid," with the accent 
on married love in the case of Ulysses, the hero 
of the Greek epic, and upon love of country in 
that of Aeneas, hero of the Roman epic. 


There is no more entertaining examination of 


the many levels of human and divine love than 
that in Plato's "Symposium," a banquet-load of

useful wisdom, thought, and opinion. We go to 
St. Augustine's "Confessions" for the kind of 
searching self-examination that set a standard 
not only for autobiography but for literature, 
philosophy, and theology for more than a thou- 
sand years, and still knows few equals. We turn 
to Cicero's little books—long essays, really—"On 
Friendship" and "On Old Age" for incalculable 
wisdom on both vital subjects. 


Dante's "Divine Comedy" provides a lifetime's 


reading. There isn't a single type of human being 
missing: all the virtues and all the vices are rep- 
resented. There is almost as much again in 


Shakespeare's 37 plays. 
Where can we begin? How 
about "Romeo and Juliet" 
for the follies of young love, 
and "Antony and Cleopat- 
ra" for the follies of mid- 
dle-aged love? 


But what about the mas- 


terpieces of our own time? 
In this age of sickness and 
health, of unequalled scien- 
tific achievement and un- 


paralleled destruction, what has been the record 
of the humanists? What books have we here? 


No time has debated its problems and sifted 


possible solutions more entertainingly or more 
usefully than ours. A fine span can be made of 
Bernard Shaw's "Man and Superman" (1903), 
Thomas Mann's "Magic Mountain" (1924), and 
Boris Pasternak's "Dr. Zhivago" (1958). These 
three works range across a remarkably exten- 
sive chunk of 20th-century thought and opinion. 


As much can be discovered again of America 


and Americans in "The Education of Henry 
Adams" (1907), John Dos Passes' massive trilo- 
gy, "U.SJV." (written from 1930 to 1936),and Wil- 
liam Faulkner's "Absalom, Absalom!" (1936).

The first is an autobiography and a provocative 
introduction to the problems of the new century. 
The second is an uncommonly absorbing chronicle 
of events from the end of World War I to the New 
Deal. The third may be the most balanced and 
compassionate examination of the problems of 
Southerners that we are ever likely to get, at 
least in the form of a novel. 


For a fuller awareness of what this era con- 


tains, let me suggest two plays and two novels. 
Anton Chekhov's "The Cherry Orchard" (1904) 
shows how amusingly and how pitifully so many 
of us spend our lives talking through, rather than 
to, each other. T. S. Eliot's "The Cocktail Party" 
(1950) suggests some ways to a consoling peace, 
even for the unloving and the unlovable, and does 
so in the handsome cadences of the leading Eng- 
lish poet of our time. Albert Camus's "The 
Plague" (1947) is an allegory of the Nazi occupa- 
tion of France; though it deals with depressing 
events, its abiding virtue is hope. 


The last volume, not exactly of our time, is 


Feodor Dostoyevsky's "The Possessed" (1872). 
It is an incomparable examination of communists 
and communism. It is a prophetic book, written 
so long before the accession of the communists 
in Russia, a profoundly discerning one, and a 
superb example of the kind of wisdom contained 
in volumes of this kind. 


It is still another reminder of the prodigious 


capacities of man—and of the materials that 
can give you the full share of wisdom you need 
to appreciate your world and yourself.

During cooking, wash any 
crystals from sides of pan with a pastry 
brush dipped in water. 
4. Shortly before sirup reaches required 
temperature, beat egg whites in a large 
bowl using high speed of electric mixer 
until stiff peaks are formed. 
5. When the sirup reaches 252°F, imme- 
diately pour sirup in a fine stream onto 
stiffly beaten egg whites, beating con- 
stantly using high speed of mixer. In the 
early stage, the mass flows down from 
beater in a continuous ribbon. Continue 
beating until mixture begins to lose its 
. gloss and no longer flows but holds its 
shape (about 35 min.). At this point, 
immediately blend in vanilla extract and 
cooled chocolate. 
6. Working quickly, drop by teaspoonfuls 
onto a lightly buttered baking sheet. Cool 
until set. Store in a cool place in a tightly 
covered container.

HEN THE first ball of the 
1962 season is tossed out 


this week, baseball also will 
throw out its chest. For the 
first time in its long history, 
the game will lay a legitimate 
claim to its reputation as the 
national pastime. 


Until five years ago, when the 


game was played mainly in the East 
and Midwest, big-league baseball 
was something less than national in 
its representation. Then in compar- 
atively rapid succession, the base- 
ball map was extended in three di- 
rections. The West Coast attained 
status with teams in Los Angeles 
(now two) and San Francisco, The 
Minneapolis Twins brought in the 
North Central area. And now, with 
the launching of the brand-new 


"The 
major-league 
expansion 


should not be confused with prog- 
ress," Chandler warns. "To measure 
accurately the health of the game, 
you must also consider the plight of 
the minor leagues. The Southern 
Association, after 61 consecutive 
years of operation, has suspended 
operation. The-Three-I League, the 
oldest Class-B organization in base- 
ball, has collapsed. Others are tot- 
tering. Where we once had 59 minor 
leagues operating, we now have 19. 


"Without these training grounds 


for the big-league stars, baseball 
faces an inescapable bankruptcy of 
talent. Expansion of the major 
leagues only compounds the prob- 
lem, spreading an already thin line 
of playing talent even thinner." 


Chandler wonders if the fans will 


support the game if its high, stand- 
ards of play, on which the great rec- 


National League proceeded at a 
slightly slower pace, but it used the 
same method of forming its two new 
teams: a draft of castoff or over-age 
players, particularly pitchers. 


Ted Williams, one of the game's

Are Chandler's remarks sour grapes 


from a man fired by the owners he 
now criticizes? Not entirely, most base- 
ball men say. But where Chandler goes 


they're as money-wise as their critics 
claim, they are not likely to let their 
product go downhill for long. If some 
rookies come up too fast and some medi- 
ocre players stay too long, remember it's 
the star and popular hero who spark fan 
interest—and they're born, not made. 
- Sure, a few youngsters will be brought 
up too early and a few has-beens will hang 
around too long. But is that too high a 
price 'to pay for giving fans in Texas, 
California, Kansas, Minnesota—and who 
knows where else in coming years?—a 
chance to see baseball greats and the 
national pastime played by the best tal- 
ent available?

COUPLE of years ago, there 


wasn't a movie fan in the 


world who didn't know Shirley 
MacLaine and Maria Schell. But 
who'd ever heard of their kid 
brothers, Warren Beatty and 
Maximilian Schell? 


Yet today, these two men are the hottest 


young actors on the international film 
scene. Max will learn Monday night wheth- 
er his work in "Judgment at Nuremberg" 
wins him an Academy Award as best actor 
of the year, and Warren has awed the crit- 
ics in "Splendor in the Grass" and "The 
Roman Spring of Mrs. Stone." Some think 
he should have gotten an Oscar nomina- 
tion, too. 


In .-.pite of nearly 4.000 miles that sep- 


arate their places of birth—Vienna, Aus- 
tria, and Richmond. Va.—there are some 
striking similarities between the two: 


Both come from theatrical families. 


Warren's mother was an actress, his 
grandmother taught elocution, his father 
is a teacher turned real-estate agent. 
And, of course, there's Shirley! 


Maximilian's Austrian mother was an 


actress. She now conducts a dramatic 
school in Berne, Switzerland. His Swiss 
father. Hermann Schell, is a poet, play- 
wright, and novelist. His brother and two 
sisters also are actors. 


Both are single and likely to stay that 


way for some time—this despite the fact 
they are believed to be "unofficially en-

SEEMS to be some divergence in 


vanity between the two. A coworker 


in "Splendor in the Grass" recalled how 
Warren kept whipping out his pocket 
comb every time the camera made a pass 
at him till the director Elia Kazan be- 
came upset. If that's the case, Warren 
has changed in the last few months. 
When I talked to him at his newly rented 
home above the Sunset Strip, he looked 
anything but well-groomed. His clothes 
needed pressing and his hair combing. 


Maximilian, though sometimes immac- 


ulately dressed, usually cares even less 
about his appearance. When he played 
a village idiot in "The Reluctant Saint" 
and couldn't find a barber who would 
chop his hair to suit the role, he did it 
himself — and then was amused by the 
stares thrown his way outside the studio. 


Neither Warren nor Max throws money 


around, but Max is undoubtedly the 
thriftier of the two. His attitude toward 
money was evident in his recollection of 
a trip to Switzerland, where his father 
contemplated buying a car. 


"I told him I would like to give him 


money for a car, but then he would only 
have to build a garage to keep it. And 
since my father doesn't drive, he'd need 
to hire a driver. Then my father would 
not want to ride all the time, so he would 
have to buy a place in the country to drive 
to. I told him, 'You see all the trouble a 
car brings?' So I talked him out of it." 


Most of all, both Warren and Max are 


vehement about being identified with 
their famous sisters, although Max in- 


sists he would like to costar in a film 
with Maria ". . . provided we do not play 
lovers, our parts are equally strong, and 
Maria gets top billing." 


On the other hand, when Warren over- 


heard a publicist refer to him as "Shirley 
MacLaine's brother," he reportedly ex- 
ploded: "From now on I want it made 
clear that I am not Shirley's brother. She 
is my sister!" 


Commented Shirley, "I like Warren, 


but we don't seem to be able to com- 
municate any more." 


While Warren and Shirley don't go out 


of their way to seek each other's com- 
pany, they don't avoid each other, either. 
I have known both'bf them for some time 
—Shirley is a next-door neighbor—and 
have never heard either say anything un- 
kind about the other. In fact, I find my- 
self acting as middleman, bringing them 
up to date on the other's activities. I have 
the feeling that there exists a bewilder- 
ment about their estrangement which 
both of them would like to overcome—if 
they only 'knew how.

. Made Nebbishes 


Before setting sail on the literary seas, Gardner 


created The Nebbishes, those battered,, sagging car- 
toon figures who people paper weights, cocktail nap- 
kins and ash trays. 


Having started out in his Brooklyn youth to be a 


sculptor, Herb says, "My sculpture had a tendency 
to be heroic in size and there's not much room in the 
parks anymore." 
- ,His first contact with drama came when he got a 
job checking coats and selling orange juice in Broad- 


vway theaters after school. This went on for three 
years. He highlighted the phase by stepping all over 
a critic's coat one night. 


Herb went on to college but was no ardent scholar. 
Later he helped animate beer commercials, put 


rococo trim on stage sets, carved miniatures for a 
"Hansel and Gretel" film and ran into those walrus 
teeth—and bunny ears. 


"For eight months I worked in a toy factory mak- 


ing those two things," he dryly notes. "It wasn't par- 
ticularly creative." 


"Just before new year 1960 I figured what I'd do 


if I did what I really wanted to," he goes on. "Up until 
then I had limited my writings to weekends. Then 
one Monday I began writing, too. And after a few 
months I had no patience for anything else."

Jazz has been said to reflect a civilization in mo- 


tion

^If that is true, and if it means, as some say, that 


jazz should be constantly evolving, looking for new 
ways to say new things, then comes the big question: 
How? Evolve, but how? 


Improvise? Let the musician create the music as 


he plays it, giving jazz an exciting, free, here-and-now 
quality? But good musicians can be mediocre compos- 
ers. 


Write jazz out or work it out? Take the security 


road and say good sound is better than bad? But se- 
curity can be the path to routine, not inspired, per- 
formance. 


Two Methods 


This problem has evidently been much wrestled 


with before the making of "Into the Hot" by the Gil 
Evans Orchestra. (Impulse) The solution here is jazz 
written (by John Cansi and Cecil Taylor) with one or 
two instrumental parts left to be improvised. 
This 


technique has, of course, been used before. The im- 
portant thing here is that it is so successfuL 


In Carisi's "Moon Taj," for example, every part 


sounds as If it Is being improvised. The musicians are 
not playing in harmony; every one is stretching out on 
his own. sometimes producing a kind of counterpoint, 


sometimes dissonance. But the listener, far from feel- 
ing torn apart, feels a unity which must have been 
carefully thought out before the playing. You know 
only one atmosphere — the Taj Mahal by moonlight. 


Jazz composed by Eddie Sauter for string orches- 


tra, with Stan Getz improvising all the way on tenor 
sax makes up the album called "Focus." (Verve) 


The gifted soloist, Getz, improvises in search of 


the new, but within limits. This music swings, usually 
m a blue mood; Getz follows a melodic line, and he 
"fits in" with his orchestra. 


Cool Harp 


Milt Jackson, vibraharp virtuoso of the Modern 


Jazz Quartet, may be said to belong to a different 
branch of the cool school from Getz. "Statements," the 
Milt Jackson Quartet, (Impulse) shows Jackson 
searching for purity of sound — through almost per- 
fect control of his instrument. His solos — of interest- 
ing material, some of it written by Jackson — are so 
brilliant you expect them to catch and reflect light 
like gems. 


The album notes say the quartet's recording ses- 


sion mood was relaxed — a note of more than passing 
importance where the creation of jazz is concerned. 


If you want to listen farther out, there's "Ornette!" 


by the Ornette Coleman Quartet 
(Atlantic). Music 


leaps from Coleman's alto sax in fragments, "away 
from the bondage of harmonic and formal conven- 
tions."
